Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 3.—The mem- 


bers of jtfoe Ohio legislature, as well 
as the candidates for executive posi- 
tion*, are all here today, participat- 
ing, in the contest previous to the 
caucuses tomorrow evening, when 
nominations are to be made for the 
organization of the legislature on 
Monday, But the wires are still kept 
busy between the republican leaders 
and Senator Poraker in Cincinnati, 
and Hanua, in Washington. 


While both Ohio senators have be- 


come indirectly involved in the con- 
test through the direct interest of 
their respective followers, it devel- 
oped today that the lines are not 
strictly drawn between their trieuds. 
Many members concur with George 
B. Cox, of Cincinnati, in stating that 
this fight is not * ne for the suprem- 
acy of either Poraker or Hanna, in 
Ohio, and that they are on equally 
cordial relations with both senators, 
Some of Hatma's closest friends are 
for Price and some of tforaker's for 
McKinnon- for speaker for personal, 
local or other than factional reasons. 


The lines are much more distinctly 


drawn between what are knowa as 
the Cox men and the Daugherty men, 
Two years ago 
ex-Representative 


Harry M. Daugherty was defeated 
for the gubernatorial nomination by 
Governor Nash. 
In that contest 


Cox threw his 
whole strength to 


Naeh as he is now doing for Price. 
JtcKinnon was a Daugherty man 
then and a leader in the last legisla- 
ture, which was controlled in its or- 
ganization 'by the Daugherty men. 


COX PLEDGED TO PfclCE. 


Coy, who is now supporting Price, 


for speaker, says he was pledged to 
him before the present complications 
arose. While Cox ds friendly with 
both senators, Daugherty is an avow- 
ed opponent of both and the, local fea- 
ture of the contest is the fact that 
Hanna and Daugherty are for the 
same man for speaker. The entangle- 
ment goes still further with some in 
talking about Foraker and Cox being 
for the same man for speaker. And 
the crossing of wires extends to ex- 
Governor Poster, ex-Governor Bush- 
nell, ex-State Chairman Kurtz and 
others who are now co-operating 
with th&se from who they are said 
to have been estranged in late years. 


Ignoring the Daugherty element 


entirely Cox endeavored originally 


" to have an agreement among the 
leaders dnd found no opposition to 
Price for speaker. 
After Cox had 


committed himself he says the Han- 
na men said Price would not do. Re- 
ferring to his original canvassing 
and the present complications, Cox 
says he found Senator Poraker at 
first friendly to McKinnon, although 
not pledged, and Senator Hanna fa- 
vorable to Price and at the time that 
he committed himself both of the 
senators approved of Price for speak- 
er, Mr. Cox insists* that the present 
entanglements are temporary only 
and will have no bearing- on future 
politics in the state. 


CONTEST NARROWS DOWN. 
With Cox in charge of the Price 


forces and Dick directing the McKin- 
non forces, the contest has today nar- 
rofred down to two or three members 
out of the sixty-eight republicans in 
the house. Cox arrived, last even- 
ing and Congressman Dick this morn- 
ing and at noon today the doubtful 
list ^ad been reduced to the closest 
margin, with thirty-five votes neces- 
sary to nominate for speaker and 
Price and McKinnon1 each lacking 
two votes. The* factions are chang- 
ing on each other's lines and trying 
to break them by changes, 


The arrival of Cox gave the Price 


men the advantage last night and 
the arrival of Dick helped the 
Kinnon men today. The feature to- 
day has been the alleged co-opera- 
tion of Governor Nash 
and other 


state officials with the McKinnon 
men and it is stated that this is due 
to the personal appeals of Senator 
Hanna (luring the night. Senators 
Poraker and flanna both remain con- 
tinuously in touch by long distance 
telephone with their friend* here.

MUCH OF PROTOCOL SECRET 


Washington, Jan. 3.—Some of tho 


main features of the protocol between 
the United States and Nicaragua re- 
ferred to in President's Zelaya's mes- 
sage to his congress, have been made 
known iu recent press dispatches 
:rom" Managua. But there are many 
other important features which have 
not yet been disclosed, one of these 
being the complete American jurisdic- 
tion and the establishment of Ameri- 
can courts, civil 
and criminal, 


throughout a zone six miles wide and 
extending from ocean to ocean, and 
ncluding the proposed termini, Gray- 
:own on the Atlantic and Brito on 
;he Pacific. 
The entire 'policing of 


this large tract also is placed in the 
hands of the United States, so that 
t has the power to preserve order 
and after that to issue judicial pro- 
cess extending throughout this zone. 


Beside the authority of American 


courts and of the American police on 
the six-mile zone, the chief features 
of the protocol are in giving a lease 
n perpetuity of this tract to tha 
United States and at the same time 
giving an American guarantee that 
;he independence, sovereignty and 
ntegrity of Nicaragua shall not be 
disturbed by the rights thus con- 
ferred upon the United States. 


No exact information is obtainable 


as to the price specified in the pro- 
tocol as payment to Nicaragua for 
the grant to this country. It can be 
stated positively, however, that thV* 
?rice is much less than was expected 
when the negotiations began, and 
that it is considered by official as 
reasonable. It is understood that at 
the outset the view in Nicaragua was 
that $20,000,000 would be a propel 
figure for the grant to this country, 
and about $5,000,000 for Costa Rica's 
grant. But while there is no infor- 
mation as to the final sum in tka pro- 
tocol, it is known to >be far short of 
the above figures. As the cession 
takes the form of a perpetual lease, it 
is probable that the protocol include* 
the feature of an annual rent as part 
payment* 


A protocol with Costa Hica, identi- 


cal in form wth that with Nicaragua, 
except in the matter of pries and ter- 
ritory leased, has been in course 
negotiation and it is understood that 
a satisfactory conclusion will be 
reached with that government*

A COLLISION. 


FORTY-FIVE REPORTED LOST 


VESSEL BOUND FKOM SAN FRAN- 


CISCO TO SEATTLE. 


FRENCH VESSEL GORED HER 


THEN

GIVING ASSISTANCE. 


Eureka, Cal., Jan|. 3.—-The Pacific 


Coast Steamship company's steamer 
Walla Walla, Captain Hall, which 
left this city January 1, bound for 
Puget sound ports, met with disas- 
ter yesterday morning in a collision 
with an unknown iron sailing vessel 
and foundered. 


FORTY FIVE DRWONED, 


It is reported that 45 of the passen- 


gers were drowned, 


The collision occurred £2 miles 


south of llendociuo Buoy. -The Wal- 
a Walla was struck in the bow by 
the unknown French bark. At the 
ime of the collision the second offi- 
cer was on the bridge and all on 
board were sleeping, George Reise, 
of SanFrancisco, a passenger, gave 
the following account: 


ALL W±jHE ASLEEP. 


It was 4:10 when the French ves- 


sel hit the Walla Walla in the bow. 
All were asleep. • The weather was 
clear, the sea. was rolling high, All 
were panic stricken. The passengers 
all rushed out of their state rooms 
and the deck was crowded. Captain 
Hall went down into the steerage 
and found a family of seven fastened 
nto a room by the force of the shock 
amming the door. 
Two girls of 


twelve and fourteen years were piu- 
oned beneath fallen timbers. The 
girls were released and the family 
assisted out of their 'berths. 
The 


captain said the vessel would sink 
and all hurriedly prepared to leave. 
Life boats and rafts were lowered, 
life preservers were put on and the 
passengers lowered to the boats. .The 
collision happened at 4:10 and the 
vessel did not sink until 4:45, giv- 
,ng the crew and passengers thirty- 
five minutes to leave the steamer. 
Sixty-three were lowered, the life- 
saving boats then 
being filled, 


Panic reigned among the remaining 
passengers, women, screamed and 
men and boys hurriedly jumped 
overboard* Several did not leave un* 
til the vessel began to sink, the 
officers were co/ol and collected, do- 
ng everything possible to save the 
passengers. No one knows exactly 
how and why the collision occurred, 
excepting the second officer, and he 
is missing. Immediately after the 
collision the French vessel withdrew 
and apparently made no effort to 
render assistance, 


News of the disaster was brought 


to Trinidad, about thirty miles north 
of this place, by a boat from the un- 
fortunate steamer, fwhich, wherT it 
left the scene of the disaster, con- 
tained thirteen persons, but when it 
arrived at Trinidad contained but 
seven. Later the steamer Dispatch 
arrived with sixty of the passengers 
and crew on board, including €aptain 
Hall, 


A WELL KNOWN VESSEL, 


The steamer Walla fWalla was one 


of the best known vessels on the 
coast. She was owned by the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company and has 
been plying between Puget sound 


I San Francisco for years. 
She 


an iron, screw steamer and was 


built by J. Roach & Sons in 1881* 
Her net tonnage ,was 2,168 and her 
rating was No. 1. Her length was 
310 feet, breadth 40 feet 6 inches, 
and depth 22 feet 2 inches.

bankers, of this city. At that office 
t was said that the firm's only in- 
erest in the syndicate was to act as 
fiscal agent for some of the com- 
panies which the syndicate con- 
roli^d; that it had none of the se- 
:Urities. 


The syndicate's attempt to -build a 
ine parallel to the Lake Shore, a part 


the New York Central 
system, 


rom Cleveland to Toledo, led to the 
umor that the New Yosk Central 
management intended to buy out this 
ipposition. It was asserted here, 
however, that failure to sell to the 
Lake Shore has caused the financial 
difficulties of the Everett-Moore syn- 
dicate managers. 


Local interest was aroused by the 


•eports from Cleveland, because Ed- 
ward W. Moore is a director of the 
Phoenix National bank. It was ex- 
gained that the syndicate directly 
ir indirectly did not owe the bank 
one dollar and that the bank's offi- 
cers had not even seen any of the 
syndicate's securities. Mr. Moore's 
position as a Wall street banker was 
also explained by saying that the 
bank's management 'had considered 
lim as a man who probably would 
bring business to the bank, 
For 


;hat reason, his name was added to 
;he directors a year ago this month. 
But Mr. Moore did nothing more 
than open a small personal account 
with the bank. On account of his 
absence from the city he had been 
unable to even attend any of the 
meetings of the board of directors.

same proportion to the 
monthly

SAVED FBOM CBEMATION. 


Peter Qerlach, Found Unconscious 


< Above Glowing Mass, is Bes» 


cued Just in Time. 


Narrow indeed was the escape of 


Peter Gerlach from burning to death 
in one of the Western Lime com- 
pany's kilns east of the city Wednes- 
day afternoon, at 5 o'clock, says the 
Huntington Democrat.

Hap- 
pily a lot of "green" stone had just 
been put in and this protected him 
from the fury of the red hot mass a 
few inches below. Yaney leaped into 
the pit and saved the lad, trusting to 
the assistance of other workmen to 
help him up the eight feet to the top 
of the kiln.

Eating Tribes to be Devoured 


by the Savages.

tion of the present administration. 


"The companies deriving wealth 


from the collection of rubber are all 
more or less state enterprises, as a 
third or half the shares in them are 
invariably held by the government* 


"Latterly King Leopold and the 


government have made some show of 
action against the agents of some of 
the Upper Congo companies, but only 
minor officials are ever touched and 
the so-called reforms are merely in- 
tended to throw dust in the eyes of 
the public whose 
indignation has 


been aroused by the stories of this 
reign of terror. 


'•While the present systems for the 


collection of rubber and the recruit- 
ment of natives continue the Congo 
Free State will remain a disgrace to 
the white man's work in Africa."

TO MOVE ON THE COMBINE 


COMMERCE COMMISSION WILL 


TAKE ACTION. 


The "Community of Interest'' Matter 


to be Probed at Meeting in 


Chicago Next Week. 


Chicago, Jan. 3.—At its meeting 


here next Wad:usiay the i^ei-state 
commerce commission will move 
against the Northern Securities com- 
pany and investigate the combine of 
the Great Norn *nn, Northern Pacific 
and Burlington lailways. 


The commission (will probe the en- 


time matter of "community of in- 
terest" between the great railway 
systems, but the specific investiga- 
tion will be (timed at the northwes/t- 
ern railways. 


Hundreds of 
witnesses, 
among 


them many of the leading railway 
promoters and owners in the country, 
have been jmcmoned to appear in 
Chicago naxt Wednesday to testify 
before the commission. 


All the western railway magnates 


have been summoned to appear, and 
after the investigation in Chicago, 
which may last weeks, has been con- 
cluded, the commission will resume 
its hearings in New York and call 
before it the great promoters and 
financiers of Wall street. 


It is understood that there is to be 


a general and determined fight all 
along the line. The commission has 
announced its intention of examin- 
ing every phase of railroad combina- 
tion, including the purchase of the 
Southen Pacific by the Union Pacific, 
the Union Pacific's control over Ihe 
Burlington, and every specific in- 
stance of what they regard as viola- 
tions of the inter-state commerce 
law. 


UNIQUE EXPERIMENT. 


New York, Jan. 3.—Today ,one of 


the most original experiments in the 
settlement of wage disputes between 
capital and labor will be made in 
Brooklyn by an arbitration commit- 
tee of five men. If either party re- 
fuses to abide by the committee's de- 
cision it will lost $10,000, already 
put up as a forfeit. The firm that is 
having the dispute with its em- 
ployes is that of Wichert & Gardiner, 
shoe manufacturers, 
in East New 


York. 
In one department seventy 


men and women are affected by a 
newly patented method of making 
asts and the employes demand an 
ncrease of one cent a pair. This the 
firm has refused and both sides have 
fallen 'back upon a unique arrange-* 
ment. 
Under this agreement 
the 


workmen wero to name two of the 
members of an arbitration commit- 
tee, the firm to name two others, and 
these four to select the fifth. Both 
sides made heavy deposits agreeing 
to forfeit the same in the event of 
a failure to submit to the arbitration.

DISORDER IN BARCELONA, 


Barcelona, Jan. 3.—The strike situ- 


ation here is so alarming* that large 
reinforcements of troops hare been 
concentrated in and about the city. 
The strikers now number 00,000. 


There was a marked diminution in 


gas pressure all over the city today, 
and it was immediately followed by 
a deluge of telephonic inquiries at 
the office 'of 4&e Fort Wayne Gas com- 
pany. 


Two accidents, very similar In na- 


ture out in the field near Hartfora 
City were Responsible for the shoii,- 
age. At 10 o'clock last evening one 
of the 'big pumps was out of service 
by a slight accident, and at 9 o'clock 
this morning, before the first could 
be repaired, another broke clown. 
Workmen were employed all night 
in the repairs, and at 1 o'clock tills 
afternoon the first pump was started. 
At 'the gas 'office this afternoon it 
was stated that the repairs on the 
second pump would bs completed by 
4 o'clock today, and that no furtnat 
trouble was anticipated. 


The two puinps which were dis- 


abled were each of 1,500 horse power, 
and were two -of the seven v-Jmh 
form the pumping battery of the 
Port Wayne company. When it is 
understood that the accidents put 
3,000 horse power of the pumping 
capacity cut of service, the lower* 
ing- -of 'the pressure can be readily 
understood. 


Few people have an idea of the Im- 


mense amount of natural gas used 
by the Fort Wayne company in oper- 
ating its pumping machinery. Upon 
an -average day a -total of 400,000 
cube feet of gas per hour is used in 
this manner, -and 'at 10 cents per 
thousand feet this would make the 
company's fuel bill foot up to $9GO 
per day,

WOULD END BOER WAR. 


Brussels, Jan. 3.—The Count de 


Turenne, who holds the grade of mia- 
ister plenipotentiary in the French 
diplomatic service, but who has no 
post at present, has sent a remarkable 
letter to the Independence Beige, sug- 
gesting a basis for the settlement of 
the South African war. 
The com- 


munication excites comment, not only 
on account of the boldness of the dip 
lomat in interfering in such ques- 
tions, but from the fact that the 
Count de Turenne is related to prom 
inent English families and at the 
same time has been intimately associ- 
ated with Mr. Kruger and the Boer 
representatives on the continent. The 
count asserts that, in view of the 
present situation, he is confident Mr. 
Kniger will accept autonomy for the 
countries south of Bechuanaland, 
without any restriction except the 
suzerainity of Great Britain over 
their relations with foreign govern- 
ments.

A continuas test of 
24 hours showed a net water produc- 
tion of 300,000 gallons, which lower- 
ed the visible head only about eight- 
een inches and there was no percepti- 
ble sympathy with any other wells 
in the field. The work of removing 
the drilling

menced today and within a few days 
work on sinking the second well will 
be commenced. The waterworks de- 
partment, and especially Chief Engi- 
neer Baxter, are very much elated 
over the result of the test.

service claims presented by defend- 
ant in the future," which the wagon 
works company declined to do. It 
was also contended that 48 hours 
was tfot a reasonable time in Troy— 
that defendant interfered with the 
work of unloading so a* to rentier 
it physically impossible to do the 
work witihin -the time sfcatetf; and 
also tflwrt the car service charges 
were computed not from the time the 
cars were placed at a convenient and 
suitable place for unaoading, but 
from tiha actual lime of arrival of 
the cars a* Troy.
